The  usual  mode  of  effecting  these  objects,  by  requisition,  is 
deemed  sufficient;  and  no  deviation  from  the  established  rules  of  the 
service  in  this  respect,  will  be  permitted,  without  the  previous  sanction 
of  the  Quartermaster  General,  obtained  through  the  regular  channel  of 
communication. 

II.  Officers  and  agents  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  are  hereby 
ordered  not  to  interfere  with  leather  purchased  or  contracted  for  by  officers 
or  agents  of  the  Ordnance  Department.  ^
